DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This action is responsive to the Amendments filed 30 September 2008. Claims 
1-4 and 7 are pending. Claims 2-4 are amended. Claims 5 and 6 are cancelled. Claim 
7 is new. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4 and 7 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-4 and 7 are allowable over the prior art because the combination of 
limitations which recite a secondary battery control unit, comprising: a liquid detection 
section for continuously detecting infiltration or generation of a liquid inside a secondary 
battery or inside a battery pack in which the secondary battery is installed, wherein the 
liquid detection section includes a comparator having a first input connected to a 
constant current source and one of the terminals, and a second input connected to a 
reference voltage source is not found, taught or suggested in the prior art of record.
